Beſides, the not reckoning of Sundays and Faſt 
Days, was no more than what was allowed of at 
the Treaty of Uxbridge.”

© to yourſelves ; that from the Prince, his General,

© ſet forth the miſerable Straits and Snares you are 
thereby intangled in: To look no further into Par- 
! © ticulars, that great and dangerous Evil, of old ſo 
much declined and abhorred by you and our Bre-

We proceed to the next Conſideration, vix. 
How eaſy it is for a Prince, after ſuch Accom-

© fions or Pretexts for a-Breach; to find or work 
© out Advantages, whereby to overthrow all be has 


granted to the Public Intereſts ;'and, in the Ruin 


© of thoſe that engaged againſt him for it, to ſet up 


his on above all; which, for Brevity, we ſhall 


not ſo much conſider generally in the: common 
* Advantages which Princes in. ſuch Caſe uſually 


have, as particularly, in thoſe which this King 
clearly has, or is like to have, in this of yours. 


The King comes in with the Reputation, 


. among the eople, of: having long graciouſſy 


* fought Peace, although indeed ever ſince he * 
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© you in Condition to oppoſe his Force, it was his 
< — and his beſt Play ; and eſpecially ſince 
you had beaten his Farce, it was his neceſt 

* only Play. He comes with the Reputation of 
having long ſought it by a Perſonal Treaty, which 
* at laſt has proved, as he propheſied, the only ef- 
* fetual Means; and ſo you having ſo long denied 
* that, and only plied him with peremptory Propo- 
© fitions, and yet at laſt granting it, are, in that 
© Self-Condemnation, rendered by his Friends, as 
having deceitfully or — * continued Bur- 
* thens, and refuſed Peace ſo long, in refuſing that 
© the King's Way, in which you might as well 
© have had it ſooner as now; altho' the Truth is, 
neither the Treaty, nor the Perſonality of it, have 
advanced the Buſineſs one Jot; ſince the King 
grants now the ſame Things, and in the ſame 
© Terms, which he has ſo oft in particular denied, 
© yea, proteſted and ſworn he would not; and the 
* Alteration is far enough from Conviction by 
* Treaty, as is before demonſtrated, and viſibly 
from a greater Neceſſity or Advantage found now 
* to induce the yielding than formerly. He comes 
* alſo with the Reputation of having granted, for 
Peace Sake, all that you, as unwilling to Peace, 
have rigidly ſtood upon; although, when it is 
*ſumm'd up, it will appear of very little advan- 
© tage or Security to Public Intereſt ; and, by a 
© Trick or Reſerve that he has, of none at all, as 
© before is ſhewed: However, with the People, 
© he carries theſe and the like Points of Reputatian 
© before bim, and wants not Trumpets every where 
© to blaze them ſufficiently to his Renown, and 
© your own Reproach. Under ſuch Banners of 
bs To and Honour, he comes in the only true Fa- 
© ther of his People, you. being proved their cryel 
* Foſter-Fathers ; he the Repairer qf their Breaches 
* which you had made; he the Reſtorer of their be- 
© loved Peace, Eaſe, and Freedoms, which you, as 
© his Creatures render it, had raviſhed or cheated 
them of thus long; he the Reſtorer of their Trade 
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* and Plenty too, which you had thus long ob. 
© ſtructed ; he, as a Conqueror in Sufferings and 
6 Patjence, a Denyer of himſelf for the Good of 
© his People, and what not that is glorious and en- 
* dearing. And thus would the People be lulled, 
© and indeed cheated, into a Security, as to any 
© further Apprehenſions of Evil from him; yea, 
© poſſefled with Acknowledgements and Expecta- 


tions of all their Good from him, and their Jea- 


* louſies awakened againſt you and your Adhe- 
© rents only, And yet, to heighten the ſame 
more into perfect Hatred, you (as wiſe, yea as 
© honeſt Men, for their Safety and Intereſt, though 
© they ſee it not) muſt continue an Army and Gar- 
5 riſon Kill ; and that not the leſs, but much more 
* for his coming in again, than if you had taken 
© another Courſe utterly to ſhut him out, as we ſhall 
* ſhew anon; and ſo you will be noceſſitated, not- 
* withſtanding the Accommodation, to continue 
s Taxes and Impoſitions for Main:enance of that 
© Force, to the Burden and Grievance of the People, 


+ * and the greater Increaſe of their Diſcontents and 


Hate towards you: For if after this Accommoda- 
tion, to eaſe and ſatisfy them, you ſhall ever diſband 
your Forces, while the King is at his Liberty, and 


© in his Throne again, you give him his End or 


* wiſhed Opportunity, in laying yourſelves, your 
« Adherents, and the Public Intereſt all level a- 
5 gain with him and his, as if you had never pre- 
* vailed, nor had any Advantage over them; and 
© ſo, for all your Satisfaction and Security, you 
Fare at the King's Courteſy till ; and if he will 
break, you are but where you were at fuſt, and 
* the public Intereſt nothing advantaged or ſecured

Government; the 
Generality of the People (wearied with the former 
War, whereof they have found fo great Miſery, 
and ſo little Fruit) if they ſee a Strength on his 
Part threatning a new War, and none ready on 

* your Part to balance it, which -might hold them 

© at leaſt in, Neutrality, will ſurely be more apt 

© to join unanimouſly with him,, or let him have 

* what he will, that there may be no War, than 

* join with you to maintain another War, to fo 
much Prejudice and fo little Purpoſe as they have 

* found the former. And if, to appeaſe the King 
and his enraged Party, a Sacrifice of thoſe that 

* oppoſed him in the former will ſerve the Turn, 
the People, it is like, will be ſo far from ſtick- 

* ing at that, as it is ſome Queſtion to whom it — 
would be more acceptable, the King or them;

< ſuffer others that would; and having found, in 


© the laſt Summer's Deſign, that it would not per- 
<* feAly take with the Body of the People, to cry

It is and hath been the antient 
and undoubted Prerogative of all Kings in the 
World, but eſpecially of the Kings of England, to 
confer Honours and Dignities of all Sorts, eſpe- 
cially Knighthood, on whom they ſhall think meet, 
and more principally on thoſe who have merited 
it by their Gallantry in the Field, as Mr. Selden 
pfoves at large in his Titles of Honour, and others 
who have written on that Subject. Now for the 
King, out of a Deſire only of a happy Peace and 
Settlement, not only to part with much of the 
Royal Prerogative, which all other Kings in the 
World enjoy, for the ſuture z but to repeal the

nor Juſtice, nor yet in Point of Conſcience, con- 

ſent to ſuch a Law? And would not yourſelves 

and all others proteſt, you had neither Juſtice nor 

© Honeſty in you, ſhould you be ſo baſe and perfi- 

dious as to condeſcend unto it, to betray all thoſe 

you had engaged, and to give them ſuch a Requital 

for their Services? Would any Perſons ever after 
honour, ſerve, or truſt you, ſhould you do it? Or 

- could you, or any other, honour, truſt, or ſerve 

the King in any dubious Employment after this, if 

he ſhould thus unworthily, ex pot Facto, betray 

- his own Party now? This Anſwer therefore of 

his, clearly diſcovers to us, that there is yet ſo 
much Juſtice and Honour in him, as for no Fear 

or Danger to conſent to ſuch an unjuſt and un- 
worthy Act, as by a new Law to cut off the Heads 

of thoſe himſclf engaged in his Service, when there 
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was no Law extant then to do it; and makes it more An. 24 Car. 1. 


ſatisfactory unto me, than otherwiſe, and ſhews he 
doth not diſſemble, but is real in his Anſwers z and 
I ſhall ſooner truſt and believe him now, than if he 
had conſented to ſuch an unworthy Act. 

5thly, This Anſwer is both 17 and honour- 
able; becauſe if the King ſhould aſſent to a new 
Act to forfeit their Lives and Eſtates, he would 
condemn them raſhly and unjuſtly without hearing 
their Defence or Evidence; and for the King to 
condemn any for 'Traitors by a Bill, without hear- 
ing the Caufe or Evidence againſt them, or to make 
Men Traitors by a Law ſubſequent to their Of- 
fences, is neither juſt nor honourable, in every juſt 
Man's Judgment; and of very dangerous Prece- 
dent, as Sir Edward Coke (i) informs us, the Lord 
Cromwell, the Inventer of ſuch Acts of Attainder, 
being the firſt that loſt his Head by this new In- 
vention. | 

© All which conſidered, there is no rational Man 
but muſt conclude the King's Anſwer unto this 
Branch touching Delinquents, to be fully ſatis- 
factory even to your own Demands, as well in 
Words as Subſtance, notwithſtanding the Objec- 
tions againſt it, 

But admit the Anſwer as bad as any have 
made it, ſhall we therefore conclude it ſo unſatis- 
factory as to break off the We "ga it, and 
involve the Kingdom in another War, of which 
no Man can know the End or Iſſue? God forbid 
we ſhould ever be ſo unadviſed. The Perſons 
whoſe Lives you deſire for a Sacrifice to Public 
Juſtice, are but ſeven in Number; fix of them out 
of your Power in foreign Parts, where a new War 
will not reach them ; the ſeventh an aged Man, 
who may chance to die before Judgment or Exe- 
cution' paſs againſt him; you have all their whole 
Eſtates at your Diſpoſal already, and their Perſons 
too by way of Baniſhment, during both Houſes 
Pleaſure ; and will you adventure another ſeven 
Years War, and the Loſs perchance of 70,000

ſeven Delinquents only ; or, in Truth, of one 
alone, who is fully in your Power, which you ma 
take away by a legal Trial without a War? Will 
not all the Kingdom, nay all the three Kingdoms 
and the whole World, cry out upon you for ſuch a 
frantic unadviſed Act as this? Yea, and for ſuch 
an unjuſt and wicked Reſolution, to hazard the 
Lives, and ſhed the Blood, of many thouſand in- 
nocent and gallant Men to take away the Head of 
one, or only of ſeven, vile Delinquents ; the ſpa- 
ring of whoſe Lives will more conduce to Settle- 
ment, and real Unity, than their Deaths by the 
Ax of Juſtice ? (4) For ſhame then let us not vote 
the King's Anſwer to this Branch of Delinquents 
fo unſatisfactory, as to break off and loſe all upon 
it, fince I have proved it fully ſatisfactory in all 
Things to your own laſt Demands.

And indeed this is a very ſenſible Ar- 
gument, eſpecially to ſuch Members who have 
either purchaſed Biſhops Lands, or advanced Mo- 
nies upon their Security, very fit to be fully an- 
ſwered; which I ſhall endeavour to do, I hope, to 
their full Satisfaction and Content. | 

I confeſs it to be moſt juſt and equal, that all 
who have purchaſed Biſhops Lands, or advanced 
Monies to the State upon them, ſhould receive full 
Satisfaction, and be no Loſers by it, but rather 
Gainers, And I could have as heartily deſired as 
any Member of this Houſe, that the King, in this

1,1, 1 muſt make bold to inform you in the 
general, that the King, and his Predeceſſors Kings 
of this Realm, were the (d) original Founders of 
all our Biſhopricks, and Patrons of them; that all 
their Lands, Rents, and Revenues whatſoever, ori-

till Otober and November 1646 (/); till which Time 
there was: no Thought nor Intent at all to ſell or 
alienate them from the Crown. If then the King, 
in two or three former Treaties, by both Houſe: 
full and free Conſent, and a Bill aſſed by them for 
that Purpoſe, was to enjoy to himſclf, his Heirs 
and Succeffors, all the Demeſne Lands, Manors, 
Poſſeſſions, Reyerſions, Rents, Inheritances, and

our Biſhops, and Tranſlators of the Bible, likewiſc 
mention in their Epiftle to it. And O- 
ham (1) ſaith, and others obſerve, That whereas all 
or moſt of the Biſhops of Rome before that Time 
were „ ſcarce. one of them proved a Mar- 
tyr afterwards; but, inſtead of being * 
a perſecuting and making Martyrs. if this 
Voice of the Angel, (perchance a Biſhop, ſince 
our Prelates will needs have the Angels in Rev. ii; 
to be Biſhops) was true, and ſubſequent Experi- 
ence hath found it ſo, that Biſhops and Church- 
» ,--- - "men's temporal Lands, Poffefions, and Endow- 
men $, are ne other but Poiſon to che Church; and 
or his M:jeſty de. convinced of the” Truth of this Story; 
I hope he will be ſatished in point of Conſcience, 
that it is no Sacrilege, but Whale ſome Phyſic, to 
take away this Poiſon from the Church, which 
hath fo much infected and corrupted it; and would; 
in fine, deſtroy it and the Biſhops too, and eat out

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Time, had very ſmall or no Revenues, or Lands, and 
no other Palaces to reſide in, but poor little Cotta- 
ges; it being all Men's Opinion in thoſe Days (mn), 
That ſtately Palaces belonged only unto Emperors 
and Princes, and Cottages and Churches unto Bi- 
ſhops. The fourth Council of Carthage (n), about 
the Year of our Lord 390, decreed, That the Bi- 
ſhops ſhould have Hoſpitiolum, a little Cottage or 
Hoſpital to dwell in near the Church, not a Palace. 
And in the Excerptions of Egbert Archbiſhop of 
York, An. 7509, I find the ſame Canon renewed 
among, us, as the Canon Law of this Realm; That 
Biſhops and Preſbyters ſhould have Hoſpitiolum, a 
ſmall Cottage near the Church, to live in ; not a 
ſtately Manſion : So as our Biſhops, in thoſe Days, 
had-no great Palaces, Manors, Temporalities; and 
their very Cathedrals were built only with Wattle, 
or a few Boards pieced together, and covered hut 
with Reed; Stone Churches, covered over with 
Slate or Lead, not being in Uſe among the Br:- 
tons, Scots or Iriſh, for many hundred Years, as 
Biſhop Upter himſelf aſſerts out of Bede (p), and Ber- 
nard in his Life of Malachi. And if their Cathe- 
dral Churches were ſo mean, their Palaces certain- 
ly were but anſwerable, poor little Cottages, and 
their Revenues little or nothing but the People's 
Alms. St, Auguſtine, that renowned Biſhop of 
Hippo, had but a mean Houſe to live in, his Diſhes 
and Trenchers were all Earthen, Stone, or Wood; 


his Table furniſhed with Pulſe, Herbs, and a little 


Pottage only, for the moſt part, ſeldom with Fleſh ; 
he had no Plate but five or ſix Spoons ; and when 
he died he made no Will at all, becauſe the poor 
Saint of Chriſt had nothing to bequeath, as Peſi- 
donius records in his Life (2). St. Chryſe/tem, the

Gregory Nanzianzen, his Predeceſſor (s), had no ſtate- 
ly Palace, Furniture, Houſhold-Stuff, or Train of 
1 nor any Goods or Revenues at all; 
nor John the Almoner that ſucceeded them; nor 
that famous Spiridion, who kept a Flock as a mean 
Shepherd, though a Biſhop: And eminent St. Hie- 
rom, though no Biſhop, yet the learnedeſt and moſt 
famous Scholar in his Age, or any after, and of 
great Repute, writes of himſelf (:), that he lived in 
pauperi Tuguriolo, in a poor little Cottage having 
ſcarce Cloaths to cover his Nackedneſs : So St. 


Ambroſe, Biſhop of Milan, was very poor; brake

the Chalices in Pieces to relieve the poor People, 
and uſed this Maxim, Glori:ſa in Sacerdotibus Do- 
mini Paupertas (u). And if theſe great Lights, Bi- 
ſhops'and Fathers of the Church, in whoſe Names 
our Prelates ſo much triumph, were ſo poor, that 
they had no Palaces, Houſes, and Temporal Poſ- 
ſeſſions, as our Archbiſhops and Biſhops had, I can 
et diſcern no Matter of Conſcience in it, why our 
Biſhops ſhould have more than theſe Pillars of the 
Church either enjoyed or defired ; they being con- 
tent with Food and Raiment, as Paul was, and 
deſiring no more. It is ſtoried of our ancienteſt 
Biſhops that I read of (x), preſent at the Council 
of Ariminum, Ann. Dom. 379, that they were ſo 
poor that, [nopia proprii, publico ufi ſunt, they 
were maintained at the Emperor's public Coſt, for 
Want of private Maintenance of their own ; yet 
they were eminent both for Piety and Learning. 
And if their Predeceſſors were anciently ſo poor, it 
is no Point of Conſcience to deprive our Lord Bi- 
ſhops not only of their Lands but Function too, for 
the Peace — Settlement of three Kingdoms, now 
at

doms preſent Peace) An vero Redemptor nofter, &c, 
What, verily, did our Redeemer deſcend from Heaven 
itſel f into human Members, that we ſhould be made 
his Members, and do we oe to deſcend out of our 
Chairs, left his very Members ſhould be torn in 
Pieces with cruel Diviſions? We are ordained Bi- 
ſhops for Chriſtian People; that, therefore, which 
profiteth Chriftian People to Chriſtian Peace, that. 
let us do concerning our Epiſcopacy. What I am, I 
am for thee, if it profit thee; I am not, if it hurt 
thee, If we be profitable Servants, why di tue envy 
the eternal Gains of our Lord for our temporal Subli- 
mities ? Our Epiſcopal Dignity will be more fruitful 
to us, if, being laid down, it ſhall more unite the 
Flack of Chriſt, than if it ſhall diſperſe it, being re- 
tained. If when I ſhall retain my Biſhoprick, I 
ſhall diſperſe the Flock of Chriſt, how is this Da- 
mage of the Flock the Honour of the Paſtor ® Fer 
with what Forehead ſhall we hope for the Honour 
promiſed from Chrift in the World to come, if our Ho- 
nour in this World hinder Chriftian Unity?

We have demand- 
ed of the King, in our own and the Kingdom's 
Behalf, in former Treaties, but a Penny in Com- 
12 and then the King refuſed to grant it, 

ough we would have beep heartily contented 
with it, or leſs ; but now we have, in this Treaty, 
demanded a Talent, and the King hath not thoug 
it avet- much for him to grant, or for us to receive; 
and if we ſhall now ungratefully reje& it, we 
know not why ourſelves, unleſs 1t be that God 
bath infatuated and deſigned us unto ſpeedy Ruin 
for our Sins, I muſt needs take up our Saviour'y 
Lamentation over dying Jeruſalem, in relation un- 
to England (b), Oh that thou had known, in this 
thy Day, the Things that belong unto thy Peace; but 
wow they are hid from thine Eyes! And I pray God 
they be not ſo far hid, that we ſhall never live to 
ſee any Peace. or Settlement at all in Church or 
State, if we embrace not theſe Conceſſions now; 
the beſt, the largeſt, the honourableſt, the ſafeſt, 
and , moſt beneficial, that ever were tendered to 

any People by a King; which if we now reject, we 
ſhall never have the Moiety of them granted to us 
again, no, though we ſeek them carefully with Tears, 
28 Eſau did his laſt Bleſſing, when he had over- 
Cipt his Time but a very little.

cipal Reaſon of their Aye or No, is ſuch a Soleciſm 
and Breach of Privilege as ought not now to be 
named, much leſs preſſed as a Reaſon, without 
ſome ſevere Cenſure or Excluſion from the Houſe ; 
eſpecially in this inſtant Debate for the Settlement 
of our Peace, to which thoſe who make a Trade of 
War will certainly be moſt ayerſe, having little elſe 


to live on or ſupport their preſent Greatneſs, if the 


Wars be ended, 

« Yea, but they further object, That if we diſ- 
content the Army, by voting the King's Anſwers 
ſatisfactory, we are undone; they will all lay down 


their Arms, as one Commander of Eminency hath 


here openly told you he muſt do, and ſerve us no 
longer ; and then what will become of us and all 
our faithful Friends ?. 

. © I anſwer, That I hope the Army will not be 
ſo ſullen as to deſert or turn againſt us, for voting 
what our Conſciences and Judgments prompt us is 
.moſt for theirs, ours, and the Kingdom's Cafety ; 
and that without hearing or ſcanning our Debates-: 
If they be, I ſhall not much value the Protection 
of ſuch unconſtant, mutinous, and unreaſonable

What will all wiſe Men, what 
will the Kingdom, what will Scotland, Ireland, and 
our Friends abroad ( whoſe Eyes are all intent upon 
the Reſult of the Treaty, and muſt be fatisfied in 
the Reaſons of our Breach upon it, leſt they all 
fall foul upon us) think of fuch abſurd Nonſenſe as 
this ? Had the Treaty been only between the King 
and the Army, not him and the Houſes, this Rea- 
ſon might have contented ſome Men, without ex- 
prefling any Grounds of their Diſſatisfaction, of 
which they think the Army might be more compe-

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tent Judges than the Parliament ; but the Treaty 
being daly between the King and both Houſes, not 
the Army, that we, who are the only Parties to the 
Treaty, and Judges of the Satisfactorineſs thereof, 
ſhould ſet àſide our own Reaſons, Conſciences, 
and Judgments, and make the Army's abſolute pe- 
remptory Will the only principal Reaſon of our 
Diſſatisfactorineſs with the King's Conceſſions,

Having anſwered theſe two Iron Arguments 
againſt the Unſatisfactorineſs of the King's An- 
ſwers, and all others hitherto inſiſted on, I humbly 
conceive I have fully ſatisfied every rational Man's 
Conſcience, that the King hath granted us all we 
have demanded, that is really neceſſary or condu- 
Cing to the ſpeedy Settlement of a laſting and well-

, hath been in ſuch a Condition of Honour, Free- 
Fo and Safety, and had ſuch free Liberty of 
Conſultation and Debate, upon his own earneſt 
Deſire and his Party's too, as well as the Houſes, 
that he cannot, either with Honour or Juſtice, void 
theſe Conceſſions by any Pretext of Dureſs ; eſpe- 
cially ſince he has denied ſome Things, and had 
the ſame Liberty not to have granted other Things, 
had he been pleaſed not to grant them. Beſides, 
the King is to confirm the whole Treaty by Acts 
of Parliament, to which he is to give his Royal 
Aſſent, and Oath too, when all is concluded, and 
that in a free Condition; and then no Dureſs can 
void them, no more than Magna Charta itſelf, firſt 
gained by the Sword, and oft confirmed in Parlia- 
ment by our Kings, againſt their Wills. In the 
Vear of our Lord 1223, the Barons demanding of 
King Heury III. the Confirmation of the Great 
Charter and their Liberties, according to his Oath 
upon the Concluſion of the Peace with Lewis of 
France, William Briwere, one of his (evil) Counſel, 
anſwered, That the Liberties they demanded were 
not to be obſerved nor confirmed, becauſe they were 
farcibly extorted; whereupon Words growing be- 
tween the Barons, the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
and Briere, the King cloſed up the Strife with 
this honourable Anſwer, All of us have fworn to 
theſe Liberties, and that which we have aſſented and 
ſworn to, all of us are bound to obſerve (ce). We to 
this Day enjoy theſe Liberties, being confirmed by 
Act of Parliament, and ſworn to by our Kings, 
though forcibly extorted at the firſt. And fo may 
we much more enjoy the King's Conceſſions, when 
turned into Acts, and ſealed with a ſacred Oath, 
ſuperadded to a Royal Aſſent.

Nullum violentum eft 
diuturnum ; whereas Privileges kept and held by 
public Acts will laſt for ever, and be entailed to us 
and our Poſterities, with Peace and Happineſs at- 
tending them. This was the W ay of ſettling Peace 
between Kings and Subjects heretofore, in Hen- 
ry III. Edward II. Richard II. and Henry Vith's 
Reigns ; and an Act of Pacification and Oblivion 
was the only ſafe and uſual Way the Parliaments 
both of Exgland and Scotland lately fixed on, to 
ſettle a firm and laſting Peace between both Nati- 
ons and Kingdoms : All other Settlements will be 
but like an Ulcer ſkinned over, which will ſoon 
break out again, with greater Pain and Danger 
than before.

3dly, I never ready of any Peace or Settlement 
in any Kingdom where King: killing was practiſed 
or approved. When the Raman Armies began once 
to kill their Emperors, and cut off their Heads (5), 
they were ſcarce ever free from Civil Wars. ne 
Army ſet up one Emperor, another Army another, 
and the Senate a third, who always warred till they 
had cut off one anothers Heads. Moſt of thoſe 
Emperors had very ſhort Reigns, few of them above 
a Year or two, and ſome of them ſcarce two 
Months, but moſt of them untimely Deaths. In 
Sclavonia and Norway, where they had a Law that 
he that ſlew a Tyrant-King ſhould ſucceed him in 
the Throne, they had almoſt every Year a new 
King, and perpetual Wars and Diſcords ; not one 
of all their Kings, for above an hundred Years to- 
gether, ever came to a natural Death, but was 
murdered as a Tyrant, and ſucceeded by a worſe

And, in the Sacred Story itſelf, it is very ob- 


| Tervable, that after the ten Tribes revolted from 


Kehoboam, though by God's Juſtice and Approba- 
tion, for Solomon's Sins, they had never any Peace or 
Settlement, but perperual Wars with one Kingdom 
or another, or between themſelves (I); their Kings, 
or moſt of them, were all Tyrants and Idolaters; 
and, by the juſt Hand of God, for the moſt Part tu- 
multuouſly ſlain and murdered, one of and by ano- 
ther, who ſucceded them; he that murdered his 


Predeceſſor being uſually ſlain by his Succeſſor, or 


his Predeceſſor's Sons, Servants, or by the People of 
the Land, in a tumultuous Way. In 2 Kings, xv. 
we read in that one Chapter of no leſs than four of 
thoſe Kings flain, one by another: And as for the 
People under theſe Kings, they had never. any 
Reſt, Peace, Settlement, or Freedom; but lived 
under the greateſt Miſery and Oppreſſion that ever 
any Subjects under Heaven did, as the Sacred Hiſ- 


tory records. This King-killing certainly can be

the open View of the World and that all-ſeeing 
God, ts whom we have thus appealed and ſworn, 
(by thoſe Jeſuitical Equivocations or Diſtinctions, 
of which the Army's Remonſtrance is full, or 
Profeffions of our damnable 8 in the break- 
ing of them) ttanſcends my Underſtanding.

7thly, There is no Precedent in Scripture that 
the General Aſſembly, or Sanhedrim of the Jerws 
or Iſraelites, did ever judicially impriſon, depoſe, 
or execute any one of the Kings of Judah or I 
rael, though many of them were the groſſeſt Ido- 
laters and wickedeſt Princes under Heaven, who 
ſned much innocent Blood, and oppreſſed the 
People ſundry Ways. We know that David him- 
ſelf committed Adultery with the Wife of Uriah, 
a faithful Servant and Soldier, whilſt he was with 
his General Joab in the Field, and then afterwards 
cauſed him to be treacherouſly ſlain; yet neither 
the Aſſembly of the Elders, nor Joab and the Ar- 
my under him, did impeach or crave Juſtice againſt 
him for theſe Sins, though he lived impenitently in 
them. And when he numbered the People after- 
wards, for which Sin 70,000 of his Subjects loſt 
their Lives, yet he was not arraigned or depoſed 
for it; and God (who is ſovereignly juſt, tho David 
was the principal Malefactor in this Caſe, if not the 
fole ; and thereupon, when he ſaw the Angel that 
ſmote the People, cried out, Lo, I have ſinned and 
done wickedly ; but theſe Sheep, what have they done? 
Let thy Hand be againſt me and my Father's Houſe (g), 
ſpared him and his Houſhold, though the Princi- 
pals,” and puniſhed the People, only, with Death 
for this Sin of his. After him Solomon, his Son,

True 
it is, ſome of the idolatrous Kings of 1ſrael, by the 
juſt avenging Hand of God, were ſlain by private 
Conſpiracies and popular Tumults, in an illegal 
Way ; but not depoſed nor arraigned by their San- 
hedrims or genera} Congregations ; and thoſe who 
flew them were ſometimes flain by others who 
aſpired to the Crown, or by the People of the Land, 
or by their Children who ſucceeded them, and 
came to untimely tragical Ends. 

8:hly, Though there be ſome Precedents of 
Popiſh States and Parliaments depoſing their Popiſh 
Kings and Emperors at home, and in foreign Parts, 
in an extraordinary Way, by Power of an armed 
Party; yet there is no — of any one Pro- 
teſtant Kingdom or State, that did ever yet judi- 
cially depoſe or bring to Execution any of their 
Kings or Princes, though never ſo bad, whether 
Proteſtants or Papiſts: And the Proteſtants in 
France, though ſome of their Kings, when they 
had inveſted them in their Thrones, became Apo- 
lates to Popery, and Perſecutors of their People, 
albeit they reſiſted them by Force of Arms in the 
Field to preſerve their Lives, did never once at- 
tempt to pull them from their Thrones, or bring 
their Perſons unto Juſtice: And 1 hope our Pro- 
teſtant Parliament will never make the firſt Prece- 
dent in this Kind, nor ſtain their Honour or Reli- 
gion with the Blood of a Proteſtant King, againſt 
lo many Oaths, Proteſtations, Covenants, Decla- 
rations, and. Remonſtrances made and publiſhed by 
them to the contrary. |

thy, For the Precedents of Edward II. and 
Richard II. in Times of Popery, they were rather 
forcible Reſignations by Power of an Army, than 
judicial Deprivations, neither of them being ever 
legally arraigned and brought to Trial in Parlia- 
ment. And Mortimer, who had the chief Hand 
in depoſing King Edward II. was, in the Parlia- 
ment of 4 Edward III. impeached, condemned, 
and executed as a Traitor, and guilty of High 
Treaſon, for murdering Edward II. at Berkeley- 
Caſtle, after he was depoſed ; and Sir Simon de Be- 
reford, together with Thomas de Gurney and Wil- 
liam de Ocle, were adjudged Traitors for aſſiſting 
him therein, one of them executed, and great Re- 
wards promiſed to the Apprehenders of the other 
two (f). And as for Richard II. though he was 
depoſed after Henry IV. was crowned by Pretence 
in Parliament, yet this Depoſal was after his Reſig- 
nation only, not before it; and without any formal 
Trial or Arraignment, or any capital Judgment of 
Death againſt him (g), for which IT find no Prece- 
dent in any Parliament of England, Scotland, France, 
nor yet in Denmark itſelf, though an elective King- 
dom; who, tho' they juſtly depoſed Chriſtiern II. 
for his moſt abominable Tyrannies and _ 
; never adjudged or put him to Death, but 
aries Tori hin . Priſoner. I ſhall only add 
this, that tho* the elective Kingdoms of Hungary, 
Bohemia, Poland, Denmark, and Sweden have, in

The next Thing the Army propoſe for a pre- Diſberiting and 
ſent Peace and Settlement (I), is The executing of RR Death 
the Prince if he come not over upon Summons at a ſhort 4 
Day, and give not my rage to the Houſes ; or elſe of York, 
to declare him and the Duke of Vork, if they appear 
not upon Summons, to be uncapable of any Truſt or 
Government in this Kingdom or any Domintons there- 
unto belonging, and thence to fland exiled for ever as 
Enuemias and Traitors; and to die without Mercy, if 
ever taken or found therein. A Jeſuitical inevitable 
Way to Civil Wars and Ruin : For the King be- 
ing depoſed and cut off, the Prince, no doubt, is 
next Heir to the Crown, both by the Common 
Law and the Statute of 1 Jacobi, cap.

© But that which makes me moſt of all deteſt 
this deſperate Advice, is this, That it is the only 
Way that can be thought upon to accompliſh the 
Pope's and Jeſuits Deſigns to ſet up Popery, and 
ſubvert the Proteſtant Religion, and Profeſſors of 
it, in all our three Kingdoms, and in all foreign 
Realms beyond the Seas.

next Way to Peace and Settlement? If fo, I have 
certainly loſt my Reaſon and Senſes too. No, it 
will be a Seminary of laſting Wars, of which few 
elective Kingdoms are Jong free; every new Elec- 
tion producing commonly a new War, where there 
is no Pretence of an Hereditary Succeffion, much 
more where a right Heir i is forcibly and unjuſtly 
diſinherited, I ſhall give you but one Inſtance, 
though I could name-you divers, and that is a me- 
morable one at home in our own Kingdom. 
King Henry 1. having one only Daughter, 
Maud, to — the Crown to her after bis Death, 
cauſed her to be crowned, and made all the Pre- 
Jates and Nobles ſwear to receive her as their 
Queen and Princeſs after his Deceaſe (a): But ſhe 
g afterwards to the Emperor, and being 
out of the Realm when King Henry died, the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, with the reſt of the Fre- 
lates and Nobles, contrary to their Oath and 
Agreement, elected Stephen Earl of Blois for their 
King, and put by Maud, the right Heir ; Stephen 
taking an Oath to grant and confirm ſuch Laws and 
Liberties, for the Kingdom's Peace and Settlement, 


as they propounded to him before his Coronation : 


A very likely Means to ſettle Peace and Proſperity 
as they imagined. But was the Event anſwer- 


able ?- No, verily ; this curſed Perjury and Policy 


brought oht all the chief Contrivers of it to great Ca- 


lamity and miſerable Ends, and ingendered a bloo- 


-dy ivil War in the Bowels of this Kingdom, 
which 8 ntinued o leſs than ſeventeen Years to-

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whole Kingdom was laid waſte and deſolate ; moſt An, 24 Car. I. 


Houſes, Towns, and Villages burnt to the Ground ; 


their Gardens and Orchards quite deſtroyed; their 


Monies and Eſtates exhauſted and plundered ; their 


| Cattle and Flocks conſumed and eaten up; their 


Fields over-grown with Weeds inſtead of Corn ; 
moſt of the People devoured by the Sword, Fa- 
mine, and Peſtilence ; and eleven hundred Caſtles, 


Holds, and Garriſons erected, which were no 


other but Dens of Thieves and Plunderers. Such

was the Peace and Settlement this Policy produced. 


At laſt both Parties, weary of the Wars, out of 
pare Neceſſity came to a Perſonal Treaty; and, in 
neluſion, made this Agreement, That Stephen, 
having no Iſſue of his Body, ſhould enjoy the 
Crown during his Life; and , Son and Heir 
to Maud, and next Heir alſo to Stephen, ſhould 
ſucceed him after his Death; and, in ſome ſort, 
officiate with him in the - Kingdom's Government 
during his Life: And fo theſe long-laſting Wars 
concluded, after which there were at leaſt eleven 
hundred Caſtles demoliſhed by Order of Parlia- 
ment, that had been erected during theſe Wars to 
the Country's utter Undoing, - But if we diſinherit 
the Prince and Duke, for ought I diſcern, if they 
_ ſuddenly recover not their Poſſeſſion of the Crown 
of England, after one ſeven Years of War already 
| elapſed, we may have ſeventeen Years more, and 
ſeventeen after that again; and be reduced to a 
more miſerable Condition than our Anceſtors were 
in King Stephen's Days ; and that on theſe Grounds : 
Firſt, The Conteſt then was only between 
two Competitors for this one Kingdom, who had 
no other Kingdoms of their own to fide with them: 
But the Prince and Duke, being A 
as well to the Crowns of Scotland and Ireland, as 
England, will have their Aid and Aſſiſtance, and 
of their foreign Friends too, to on the Wars 
till they have got Poſſeſſion of the Crown of Eng- 
land upon better Terms than ever they are like to 
enjoy it, if we accept of the King's Conceſſions ; 
which we can never expect from them, if we de-

them for Traitors. 

Secondly, * Stephen, the actual King, then had 
no Ifſue at all, and Henry was next Heir to the 
Crown, both to Maud and him; fo as both Titles 
meeting in him, the Controverſy and Wars muſt 
needs ceaſe; But if we ſhall now ſet up a new 
King by Election, either of the King's Line or 
otherwiſe, as long as there is either an eleQive 
King, or hereditary, to exclude this Prince or Duke, 
or either of their Heirs, to whom the Inheritance 
of the Crown belongs of Right, we can neither 
hope for, nor expect, Peace or Settlement in this 
Kingdom; as the bloody and long-lived Wars be-

The Army's next Propoſal for ſettling Peace 
is as bad as any of the former, viz (z), The ſeedy 
diſſolving of this preſent Parliament; which, if not 

reſently conſented to, for ought I diſcern by their 
Taft Declaration, they are reſolved to diſſolve it by 
open Violence on the Houſes, which they threaten, 
A Tempeſt certainly of the Jeſuits raiſing, to blow 
down this Parliament, as they would have blown 
up that of 3 Jacobi with Gunpowder, But is this 
a Way to Safety and Settlement, to diſſolve the 
only viſible Means of both ? If the King, Prince, 
Duke, and Parliament, be all diſſolved and quite 


laid afide, what Means or Hopes at all of Peace, of 


Safety, of Settlement, can any Man in his right 
Senſes ratjonally ſce or imagine? Is the Overturn- 
ing of the very Foundations and Pillars of our 
Church and Kingdom the beſt and ſafeſt Way to 
ſettle and preſerve them ?

It is a Rule in Policy and Divinity, 
Ex duobus Malis minimum eligendum ; But of ckelt, 
one being a moſt certain deſtructive Evil, and the 
other a certain Good and Advantage of the higheſt 
Nature, it can admit of no Deliberation which of 
them to embrace; and ſo much the rather, if we 
ſadly conſider our deplorable and almoſt deſperate 
Condition, both at home and abroad, pertinent to 
the Point in hand. 

We are all of a long and coſtly War, 
and yet God hath ſo infatuated many, that tho 
in Words they deſire, yet in Deeds they reject, all 
Ways of Peace, and caſt them out of their Hands 
when put into them ; as if they delighted to have 
our Wars ſpun out, like Amalec#s, from Genera- 
tion to Generation, We are unable any longer 
to maintain a War, and yet are unwilling to give it 
over.

Hand, and your Debts and Arrears be daily mul- 
tiplied to undo us on the other. Your Navy is 
now coming into Harbour, and your Mariners ex- 
pect a preſent conſiderable Sum, amounting to ma- 
ny Thouſands, to pay them off; and you have not 
yet one Penny in your Treaſury to ſatisfy their Ar- 
rears, and can pitch upon no Way to raiſe an 
preſent Monies, but only by the Earl of - ArundelPs 
Compoſition, amounting in all but to 6000 J. and 
the Moiety of it not to be paid till three Months 
End at leaſt.

Name as he came to the Door to enter the Houſe ; 
and thoſe whoſe Names were in their Lift, t 
forcibly excluded and turned down Stairs, though

Mr. Ludlow aſcribes to himſelf the ſole Merit 
of the whole Contrivance of this Unconſtitutional 
Project, with his Motives thereto, which we ſhall 
give in his own Words (4).

Having thus brought our Hiſtory to the Behead- 
ing of the King, the Diſſolution of the Houſe of 
Lords, the Aboliſhing of Monarchy, and the Com- 
mons aſſuming to themſelves the Supreme Autho- 
rity of the Nation, we ſhall conclude this Volume 
with a ſummary Review of the moſt remarkable 
Tranſactions of the laſt three Months: 

When the Commiſſioners appointed by Parlia- 
ment to attend the King in the Iſle of Vigbt, had
